be charged each consumer, but no con­ 
sumer shall be charged less than $1 each 
month, which charge shall 
be the 
minimum charge per month for each 
consumer. 
As soon as tile ordinance was road, 
Mr. Wilson moved that it be indefinitely 
postponed. Thomas M. Green and Dr. 
F. G. Hack leman were present at the 
meeting and they asked that the ordi­ 
nance be referred to a committee so that 
the gas companies could present their 
side of the q uestion. 
Mr. Kenner then 
withdrew ins second to the motion, and 
finally the original motion was w ith­ 
drawn by Mr. W ilson,and the ordinance 
will now come up in its regular course. 
The ordinance sought to be reg aled 
is the one which fixed the meter rate at 
15# per 1000 feet. 
On motion of Mr. Kenner, the com­ 
mittee was instructed to purchase a car­ 
load of poles for the electric light plant. 
The local telephone company will take 
50 of the poles. 
Three incandescent street lights were 
ordered pat op on West Fifth street. 
Street Commissioner Vance was in ­ 
structed to put in street crossings from 
the Rush County Bank to the ceorl 
house walk, aud also at the intersection 
of Willow and Sixth streets 
Council then adjourned.
